STATEMENT BY JUDCE BOARD 


Regarding 
County 
Finances, Schools, 


Convicts, Roads and Bridges. 


To the Vot< rs of Brazos C ounty: 
In announcing m yself for re-elec­ 
tion to the office of County Judge 
of Brazos County a t the Novem ber 
election, I desire to say to tile people 
of the county th a t no words have 
ever been coined that could express 
my gratitude to tile people of the 
county, and high appreciation of the 
m any honors and kindnesses th a t 
they 
have 
bestowed 
upon 
me, 
and th a t I have had but one am bi­ 
tion, viz: to serve I lie people and to 
improve the county in every way 
possible until our connty shall be­ 
come the pride of all our citizens. 
W hen I announced for County Judge 
in 1898. T went before the people on 
four distinct issues, v iz : first th a t 
I would give the county an econom 
leal, 
business-like adm inistration, 
pay it out of debt and put it upon a 
sound financial basis; second, th at I 
would take the county convicts out 
of the hands of private individuals 
and put them upon the public roads 
of the county, by this m eans hoping 
to g reatly im prove the public high 
w ays; third th a t T would do every­ 
thing in m y power to im prove the 
public free schools of the county;

sion I would prom ptly try to dispose 
of the docket, thereby saving the 
county a great deal of m oney and 
the people who attend court unnec 
essary delay and worry.

F irst — in 1898 when I was first. 
elected 
the county had a floating 
debt of outstanding w arrants and un­ 
paid accounts of som ething like 
tw enty thousand dollars, m any of 
these accounts being several years 
old the w arrants or script of the 
county being discounted a t a large 
per cent. This debt has all been paid 
off and discharged until now every 
person having claim s against the 
county is prom ptly paid the cash, 
thereby giving the county service and 
goods a t the very lowest cash prices. 
This has been accom plished notw ith­ 
standing the county has been infested 
w ith sm all pox during alm ost the 
entire tune, w hich has 
cost the 
county a great deal of m oney. The 
sinking fund of the county had been 
entirely exhausted, not a dollar in 
it; we have now in the sinking fund 
over ten thousand dollars to pay on 
bonded indebtedness of the county. 
Second—The county convicts have 
been w orked upon the public roads 
now for about three years and I be­ 
lieve th a t all fair m inded m en w ill 
adm it and concede th a t the roads 
and bridges of the county are by far 
in better condition th an they have 
ever been before since the county 
was organized^ although we have 
suffered from the m ost severe storm 
and overflow in the history of the 
county—alm ost d e s t r o y ! a g the 
bridges and roads of th e county.

The dispatch confirms the report that 
the village of Le Carbel was damaged 
by a tidal wave, which also was felt at 
Fort de France whore the people were 
panic stricken. 
The French cruisers

ple in the northern part of Martinique.
